In the present invention, by controlling reactive loads or switches attached to a 
parasitic element collocated with the individual radiating elements within an array or a 
subarray^ we can control the frequency properties of the array can be controlled and the 
scan angles can be increased. This approach holds promise for overcoming many of the 
limitations of current phased arrays.
